Chimene accepts the 
king's command, but on her bridal night tells El Cid the marriage 
will become her means of revenge and that she will never live as 
his wife. At this time, the royal family of Castile is torn by the king‘s 
death. His two sons, Prince Sancho (Gary Raymond) and Prince Al- 
fonso (John Fraser), quarrel over the division of the throne. Only the 
intercession of their sister, Princess Urraca, prevents a fratricide. Im- 
mediately, Ben Yussuf schemes to make the most of this quarrel, ar- 


ranging the assassination of Prince Sancho, making it appear that 
he was killed by Prince Alfonso. Alfonso’s coronation is marred when 
El Cid forces the new king to swear, before the assembled nobles, 
that he is innocent of his brother's murder. Humiliated and made 
furious by E] Cid’s act, the king, in his first decree, orders the 
Champion exiled.

Knowing, however, that Chimene cannot go with him and 
his little band of followers into Moorish territory, E] Cid leaves her 
at a convent. During the next few years, El] Cid tights under his own 
banner, winning many friends among the Spanish Emirs. Ben Yussuf 
now has landed troops on Spanish soil and has challenged King 
Alfonso. The king recalls El Cid to help defend the kingdom, but E] 
Cid refuses to help when the king rejects the aid of El Cid’s allies, the 
Spanish Emirs. El] Cid leaves, King Alfonso shouting curses after ‘him. 
EI Cid now visits Chimene and their two daughters whom he has 
never seen. He tells Chimene he will tight for Valencia, and speaks 
of the importance of winning that city before they may live together 
in peace. Later, in retreat from Ben Yussut, King Alfonso finds retuge 
where Chimene is staying. In his hatred for her husband, he holds 
her and the children as hostages. But Chimene, knowing the impor- 
tance of the battle for Valencia, induces Count Ordonez to defy King 
Alfonso and take her and the children to EI Cid, outside the gates 
of the besieged city. The following morning, El Cid captures the city, 
and is presented with the crown of Valencia. Deeply touched, he 
accepts it, not for himself, but in the name of King Alfonso.

There is an astonishing bigness in three major scenes 
in ‘El Cid’? — the Tournament at Calahorra, the Corona- 
tion at Burgos and the Siege and Battle of Valencia — and 
they help to make this epic of Spain’s great warrior-hero 
one of the screen’s greatest spectacles. 


The Samuel Bronston production 
with Charlton Heston and Sophia 
Loren in the top star roles opens 
a special engagement.............

One of the most memorable tests 
of strength and endurance ever 
filmed, the Tournament of Cala- 
horra saw Heston, in the title role, 
and Christopher Rhodes, as Don 
Martin, giant champion of Aragon 
who had killed 27 rivals in similar 
matches, fighting in a joust to the 
death. 

In the 11th Century of El Cid, 
the medieval tournament was the 
supreme spectacle of the day, lik- 
ened, because of the bloodshed, to 
the gladiatorial fights in the arenas 
in Rome. In El Cid’s day, disputes 
between monarchs often were re- 
solved in a “trial by single combat” 
like that on the field at Calahorra 
where El] Cid became the proudest 
champion ever known. 


For eleven suspense-packed min- 
utes, the screen rocks with the 
clash of steel and thud of human 
flesh as Heston and Rhodes battle, 
first on horses and then on the 
ground. The tournament stands in 
the minds of veteran film viewers 
with other unforgettable scenes— 
chariot race in “Ben-Hur,” crossing 
of the Red Sea in “Ten Command- 
ments” and burning of Atlanta in 
“Gone With the Wind.” 


Backdrop for the scene is the 
castle of Belmonte, one of the sev- 
eral castles in Spain used in the 
production which was filmed in 
part in that country. 


With several thousands appearing 
in it, the spectacular Coronation at 
Burgos on the steps of the great 
cathedral is not the creation of a 
fictionist. History speaks of it as 
the Oath of Santa Gadea— the 
highly dramatic episode wherein 
El Cid forced King Alfonso (John 
Fraser) to swear his innocence in 
the murder of his brother, King 
Sancho (Gary Raymond). So hu- 
miliated by this act of El Cid was 
the new king that the first decree 
he. issued banished the warrior 
from the country he loved. 


The ancient Spanish walled city 
of Peniscola on the seacoast was 
selected as the only present-day 
counterpart of El Cid’s Valencia 
and 348 technicians reconstructed 
the walls of the town and castle to 
appear as they did when El Cid led 
a drive of united Christians and 
Moors against the black-robed Is- 
lamic fanatics led by Ben Yussuf 
(Herbert Lom). 


Under the direction of Anthony 
Mann, the Siege and Battle of 
Valencia were filmed over a month- 
long period. Taking part in this 


spectacular sequence were 1700 well 
trained troops of the Spanish 
Army, 500 horsemen of Madrid’s 
Municipal Honor Guard ‘and thou- 
sands of able-bodied men engaged 
in the province to appear as war- 
riors. 

After the last scenes had been 
completed, Bronston donated to the 
city council the giant Moorish gates 
installed at a great cost for the 
film.

Bronston has emerged with seem- 
ing suddenness as one of the most 
important figures in the film in- 
dustry today, following this produc- 
tion and its predecessor on his 
crowded schedule, “King of Kings.” 

A dynamic man whose burgeon- 
ing young company sprawls over 
Madrid’s two largest studios, takes 
up an entire office building, and oc- 
cupies sundry warehouses and sub- 
sidiary workshops as well, Bronston 
is definitely a new type of movie- 
maker —a _ soft-spoken, cultivated 
graduate of the Sorbonne in Paris. 

Bronston filmed “El Cid” on the 
vast Spanish landscape where the 
original story took place in the 11th 
century, restoring castles, convert- 
ing modern ships into a Moorish 
armada, creating armies and taking 
over an entire foundry to arm them. 

But he saw El] Cid, who fought 
to reconcile ancient enemies on 
terms of brotherhood, as a modern 
man, and the story as paralleling 
modern times. 

His next production is “55 Days 
At Peking,’ which will also star 
Heston. After that he plans films 
on fall of the Roman Empire and 
the French Revolution.

“She has the warmth, the size, the beautiful body, the 
looks - all it takes to be an epic figure and to make a man 


an epic figure. 


“She’s proud of her size (most girls of her height have 
a tendency to stoop and get round-shouldered), and she 


walks like a queen.” 


Director Anthony Mann was talk- 
ing about Sophia Loren, whom he 
directed opposite Charlton Heston 
in “El Cid,’ Samuel Bronston’s un- 
deniably epic presentation in Super 
Technirama Technicolor, which 
opens a special enagement......... 
ab then ok ess theatre after 
spectacular runs as a road show in 
key cities. 

If Mann sounds lyrical, it’s be- 
cause that’s the way he feels about 
the lady who has walked off with 
countless “best actress” awards. But 
he confesses that at first Sophia 
said she could not fit the role of 
Chimene into her film - making 
schedule. 2 

“T fought like a madman to get 
her to do it,” he says. “I felt it 
would take a real woman like her 
to give the role the strength it 
called for, I knew that the chem- 
istry of Sophia and a man like 
Heston, who won an Academy 
Award for ‘Ben-Hur, would give 
the love scenes the rare quality I 
wanted. 

“After she’d turned me down, I 
did everything but act out the role 
for her from beginning to end, And 
when I got through showing her 
Chimene as history knows her—a 
woman whose love turned to hate 
and then, when the Cid was in dis- 
grace, back to love again, and who 
in fact sacrificed the rest of her 
life for love—then I knew she was 
sold. 


“When I put Sophia and Heston 
together in their first scene, I could 
feel her drawing the warmth out of 
him, looking at him with those 
marvelous eyes of hers. It comes 
across as something pretty wonder- 
ful,’ adds Mann with a smile. 

He calls working with Sophia “a 
joy,’ and is nothing loath to de- 
scribe it: 

“In that first scene, I wanted to 
Pet the feeling of a woman who was 
not aware of her lover’s greatness, 
but who loved him so much he 
could do no wrong. She reacted 
very emotionally to this—it was an 
idea on &@ Woman’s ground, a thing 
she could be sure of. 

“Actors sometimes tend to freeze 
up when they can’t get the right 
feeling for a scene. She’s the kind 
who would stop and tell you she 
can’t feel it, after trying a time or 
two, and you go from there. 


“Maybe the scene isn’t right, and 
if it isn’t, she’l] feel it. She not only 
knows her business, she has a kind 
of intuitive perception, and is high- 
ly sensitive to what is true or false. 

“She doesn’t really need a lot of 
direction. But she needs to be spok- 
en to gently, never shocked. I might 
yell at someone else, but I’d never 
think of anything but quiet com- 
munication when talking to her. 

“To get the best from her, I’d 
say you have to have an open and 
obvious love for her—and_ that,” 
Mann, concludes, “is obviously not 
hard to do.”

Making ‘EI Cid’ 
Was Vast Project 


The creation and marshaling of 
material for “El Cid,” the assemb- 
ling and preparing of its people, 
and then the filming of the Super 
Technirama Technicolor spectacle, 
now in a special engagement at 
aN cer ager oe ee ee theatre, makes a 
story reminiscent of a full-scale 
military operation. 

And Charlton Heston, co-starred 
with Sophia Loren in the Samuel 
Bronston presentation, probably 
felt like a combat-ready soldier by 
the time he faced the cameras as 
Spain’s medieval warrior-hero of 
the title. 

The already lean and rugged 
actor had stripped off 12 pounds 
training with battle axe and broad- 
sword during a six-weeks’ condi- 
tioning program. 

The picture was a full year in 
preparation and eight months in 
the actual filming, with director 
Anthony Mann’s troupe ranging 
from Madrid to the beaches of the 
Mediterranean, to the castle coun- 
try, and then to Rome for the 
final scenes.

Heston plays the lusty medieval 
warrior-hero of the title, which 
means “The Lord,’ or “Leader,” 
and Miss Loren, the Lady Chi- 
mene, who after plotting the great 
knight’s death was to become his 
wife and fight beside him in one 
of the most celebrated love stories 
of history. 

More than 12,000 of the people of 
Spain alone, where most of “El 
Cid” was filmed, flung their ener- 
gies and talents into the creation 
of this cinematic retelling of a 
mighty drama directed by Anthony 
Mann. 

Spain profited by the visitation 
by Bronston and his movie-makers, 
since they restored many of the 
crumbling castles used in “E] Cid,” 
and to the people of Peniscola, on 
the Mediterranean coast, Bronston 
presented the great Moorish gates 
he had caused to be wrought and 
set into the walls of the ancient 
city where he re-staged, first, the 
siege, and then the defense of Val- 
encia by El Cid’s forces. 


The filming of these scenes con- 
sumed five weeks. It was for them 
that the Spanish Army lent its 
cavalry, Madrid sent 500 riders of 
her famed Municipal Honor Guard, 
the “every able-bodied man” call 
went. out, and commercial ships 
were converted into a black-sailed 
Moslem armada. 

North of there, the company 
moved to the fabled castle country 
of Valladolid, and at two of the 
most colorful castles director Mann 
shot the scenes of El Cid’s young 
manhood. 

One of the most beautiful works 
of Gothic architecture in all Europe 
is the castle of Belmonte, overlook- 
ing the province of La Mancha, 
stamping ground of Don Quixote 
himself, This became the setting 
for the jousting tournament of 
Calahorra, in which El Cid slays 
the giant champion of Castile. 


Bronston did not merely restore 
and use old Spanish structures. One 
of the largest sets ever built, the 
Cathedral of Burgos, rose on the 
back lot at Sevilla Studios, Madrid, 
and was used for only three scenes 
—the wedding of El Cid and Chi- 
mene, the coronation in which El 
Cid forces King Alfonso to swear 
his innocence of his brother’s death, 
and the scene of the hero’s prayer 
as he leaves Burgos for exile. 


The task of arming the film’s 
7000 Christian and Moorish knights 
went to the Garrido Foundry of 
Toledo, makers of some of the 
world’s most finely tempered steel, 
whose craftsmen took three months 
turning out the broadswords, maces, 
scimitars, battles axes, lances, and 
daggers. 

More than 10,000 new costumes 
were created for “E] Cid,” including 
some 700 dazzling garments of vel- 
vet and brocade, made by Italy’s 
Peruzzi & Cerratilli.

Research on El Cid’s times took 
antiquarians all the way from the 
archives of Spain’s Escorial to the 
museums and opened Moorish 
tombs of Sicily, a Moslem strong- 
hold until the 16th Century. 

Less than 36 hours after comple- 
tion of the last scene scheduled to 
be shot in Spain, the Bronston 
company resumed work 1100 miles 
away in Rome, where the picture 
was completed at Titanus Appia 
Studios.
